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The mystery of the white shoe and the tavern

WILMINGTON - A bicycle 
trip some 133 years ago is the 
basis for a mystery story set 
in Wilmington. 

The story concerns a young 
Man named Peter Blackman 
who traveled by bicycle from 
Cambridge to Andover, pass- 
ing through Reading and 
Wilmington. The story was 
published in Yankee maga- 
zine in 1966. 

The mystery presented in 
the story concerns a missing 
bride and a white shoe, but 
another mystery is the exact 
location of the story. Mr. 
Blackman related that he was 
traveling on the stage road 
that ran from Lowell to 
Boston. He put up in a former 
tavern, an old colonial home 
in Wilmington. He described 
the house in detail, a two sto- 
ries, with a cupola, a carriage 
shed on the left side, with 
three sets of doors. He even 


described the hinges. There 
was a front room that extend- 
ed across the building, and 
the remains of a former bar 
on the right. 

Young Blackman had, dur- 
ing the evening, a glass of a 
special “flip” with the owner 
of the house, who told him it 
was a former tavern on the 
stage road, in his grandfa- 
ther’s time, That would have 
been about 50 years prior to 
the bicycle trip. The host then 
proceeded to tell the tale of a 
missing bride, a tale in which 
a white shoe figured promi- 
nently. 

When Blackman awoke the 
following morning, he was 
missing one of his shoes. In 
its place, however, was a 
white ladies shoe. Had he 
been visited by pack rats, or 
was there some deeper mys-

With “only one major issue 
to be resolved,” the Reading 
Community Planning 
Development Commission is 
getting closer to solving the 30 
Haven Street problem ... make 
that project. 

“The Community Planning 
and Development Commission 
moved closer to settling on the 
future of 30 Haven Street, the 
former site of the Atlantic 
Food Mart ... when the com- 
mission moved to waive the 
density limitation, leaving 
pedestrian accessibility as the 
only major issue left to be 
resolved,” notes the Reading 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“The new proposal fea- 
tured a parking lot consisting 
of a one-way, counterclock- 
wise loop around the lot con- 
taining mostly 75-degree 
angled spaces, with a two-way 
side road connecting to Haven 
Street. 

“After over an hour of dis- 
cussion regarding the layout 
of the parking lot, board mem- 
ber Dave Tuttle motioned for 
the board to waive the density 
limitation that stipulated that 
the development not exceed 70 
units per acre. The motion 
passed unanimously by a 40 
vote. 

“The density waiver we 
might, in fact, be able to 
approve because the charac- 
teristics of the thing, whether 
it’s plus or minus a unit, the 
overall plan is what we're 
looking for’ said board mem- 
ber Dave Tuttle.
